There is one urgent duty facing the 
nine-member civic centre committee _re- 
cently appointed by the city council. That 
duty is to secure an understanding with 
the legislature that any subsequent offers 
of outside capital to develop any area in 
this city should not be throttled by the 
impossible conditions that were imposed 
on the proposals of the First New Amster- 
dam Corporation, 

If the resolution of the legislature 
which demanded a two-thirds vote of the 
burgesses to approve this proposal still 
stands in application to other proposals, 
this committee should see to it that the 
resolution is revoked. 

If the resolution does not apply to 
subsequent proposals, the committee 
should secure some legislative assurance 
that any further development proposal 
shall be made to require no more than a 
simple majority of electors. 

In other words, this iniquitous provis- 


ion of the legislature outrageously flouted 
the will of 62 per cent of the burgesses 
and probably 85 per cent of the electors. 

The use of the civic centre area, bound- 
ed by 101A and 104 avenues between 99 
and 100 streets, is still a major problem 
in this community 

It can continue its course of obsoles- 
cence, dragging the entire downtown area 
down with it, or it can be made to set a 
new tone for that area and to supply ur- 
gently needed parking space and public 
buildings. ; 

If such a project, commensurate with 
the needs and dignity of Edmonton, can 
be financed by Edmonton capital, all well 
and good. 

But if it must be financed by outside 
capital, as everything indicates it must 
be, then the dangerous and ridiculous 
handicap against outside capital, as in- 
stanced in the two-thirds vote, should be 
removed without delay. 


Claim of British Columbia Indians 


The suddenly advanced claims of Brit- 
ish Columbia Indians for payment for 
land which was acquired from them in the 
past century without recompense is star- 
tling and unexpected, 

But the Indian organizations produce 
what appears to be unanswerable evi- 
dence of the justice of their contention. 

They say that the province has acquir- 
ed no less than 348,000 square miles of 
land which rightfully belongs to Indians. 
And they support their demand for pay- 
ment with proclamations of King George 
III and of Queen Victoria ordering the 
crown to pay for this land. 

The Indians of B.C, contend that they 
were never conquered and that the ac- 
quisition of their land by the whites was 
a matter of business arrangement and not 
of gain by force of arms, 

What is overlooked by the B.C. In- 
dians in their claim, as is overlooked in 
the current stupendous claims made by 
the Indians of California, is that what is 


owing to them, if anything, is not the value 
of the and today but the value of the land 
at the moment of its acquisition. 

For the Indians surely have no moral 
right to demand a part of the present 
value which has been enhanced by roads, 
railways, bridges, cultivation and other 
instances.of the white man’s diligence. 

For example, the B.C. Indians state 
that the site of the city of Victoria is the 
property of their tribes. 

But the value of what was actually 
taken from them bears no relation to the 
value which has been created by white 
enterprise. 

It is needful and necessary that scrupu- 
lous justice be done the Indians in all 
these claims. 

The fact that they are in a minority 
increases the necessity for fair dealing. 

But there should be no suggestion that 
three Indian generations, living in com- 
parative idleness, should reap the fruit of 
three generations of white industry and de- 
velopment. 


Epiphany, the Missionary Season 


The season of Epiphany, which con- 
tinues until Septuagesima, falling this 
year on January 21st, is a season devoted 
intensively to the missionary work of the 
Church. 

Epiphany is the revealing of Christ to 
the Gentiles, And the story of the Magi, 
carrying their gifts of gold and frankin- 
cense and myrrh over mountain and 
plain to the Christ Child in the stable, re- 
minds us of our duty, laid down by Jesus, 
to carry Christ’s gift of saivation and 
eternal life to every. corner of the world. 

This is no theoretical duty, but an 
actual one, 

Christ spoke plainly of the “‘one flock” 
and the “one Shepherd.”’ Both Matthew 
and Mark close their respective Gospels 
with the actual words of Jesus: 

“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 

The missionary duty of the Christian, 
then, is no nebulous or hypothetical thing. 
It is based on an actual command of our 
Lord Himself, 

Now almost every Christian commun- 
ion exercises an evangelistic effort both 
at home and abroad, 

Missionary funds contribute to thie

Christian enlightenment of people in 
every remote corner of Canada and in all 
the far countries of the world, 

The obvious way to discharge the mis- 
sionary duty inherent in the Epiphany 
season is to give special consideration 
to these funds and to swell them as greatly 
as possible, 

But there is another missionary duty 
which should Jie heavily upon the consci- 
ence of every Christian. 

And that is the missionary duty borne 
by every Christian to his immediate 
neighbor. 

There should be a special duty upon 
everyone, in this Epiphany season, to do 
everything possible to persuade friends, 
acquaintances and neighbors to attend a 
Christian church, 

It is not always wise for laymen to 
labor too hard arguing friends and neigh- 
bors into a Christian viewpoint. But the 
layman cannot labor too hard to bring 
those friends and neighbors under the in- 
fluence of the sacraments and into the 
field of Christian teaching. 

This is the immediate and urgent Chris- 
tian duty of everyone during the Epiphany 
season,

Rent 
Control 


Editor, Bulletin—If rental con- 
trols are removed at the end of 
April a situation will be created 
such as was never before seen— 
especially in Edmonton, Rentals 
will soar to unprecedented 
heights. Unscrupulous, greedy 
landlords will double rentals on 
their property, bleeding to the 
limit those tenants who can just 
manage to pay, and causing ter- 
rible hardship to people in the 
low income brackets and to pen- 
sioners, etc., who are quite un- 
able to pay such extortionate 
rentals 


We have seen an example of 
this since rental controls were 
removed on new property and 
property becoming vacant. Ren- 
tals of fifty to sixty dollars per 
month for small musty basement 
suites, eighty to ninety dollars 
for old small bungalows that 
previously rented for about forty 
dollars and thirty-five dollars for 
basement suites and up to $125 for 
upstairs suites i new apartment 
blocks. How can people be ex- 
pected to pay such high rentals 
and be able to live decently. 

It was most unfair to allow the 
owners of one class of property to 
charge unlimited high rentals 
and make a big killing while 
keeping controls on other pro- 
perty. To prevent this, all proper- 
ty should be controlled, and the 
only fair way would be for the 
Rental Board to appraise ail pro- 
perty both old and new and set 
reasonable rentals that would 
give the owners a fair return on 
investment and would be within 
the reach of the average tenant 
to pay.

briskly in the behind with shots 
of streptomycin. My days were 
spent sleeping, reading and turn- 
ing the other cheek 


Something 
More Ominous 


Indeed, the three-week session 
would hardly be worth mention- 
ing at all except that it exposed 
me to something with a more 
ominous ring to it, One day my 
doctor dropped in, bearing some 
X-ray pictures of my chest, I 
could make nothing of them, 
They looked like underwater pic- 
tures of an old sunken wreck. To 
the doctor, however, they were 
less picturesque.

Still, hospitals of any kind give 
me a feeling of melancholy and 
this big, efficient clinic is no ex- 
ception.
